In addition te 
several Russian head engineers, the manager of the works, Schneider, a Commun= 
ist, is an important figure. Mmployees receive additional rations which, how- 
ever, are decreasing in quantity.

This plant ig occupied by the Russiars, who shipped some of the machinery to 
Russia and are now bringing it back. Shortly before the entry of the Allies 
into their Vienna occupation zones, between 300 and 400 carloads of machinery 
were taken out of Floridsdorf, At the moment the Russians are making every 
effort to bring back ali this machinery in order to be able to start more 
intensive production. . The plant is engaged in mass production of electric: 
A9a 25X1A engines; work is condugted under the strict mupewsi sian ' : 
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: umployees reeaive additional rations, A dwindling numbor of them are 
Commmists; the majority are SP, The antire production is shipped by 
rail to Russia.

fhe plant is under Russian control A Russian major and Lieutenant of the 
Engineers supervise the entire factory; however, the Austrian enelneers have .

produced at tha rate of 400 = 500 parts per moath; the output is to be 
considerably isereased by the end of 1946. The shortaeve of materials is 
causing difficultics.

The fuetories in southern Lower Austria are all ussian-occupicd. Fifty per= 
cent of the rug production in this area goes to the black market; the remainder 
is sent to Russia.

In the interim, provisicnel Austrian ~ Russisn management is operating the 
factory. mployees will number between 4,000 and 5,000 as soon as the dussiens 
take over the plant. ‘Some of the workers sre radically anti-ltussian, in spite 
of attempts by the Russinns to win them over with additioa:l rati ns. the 

raw materials used are mostly war materials of the former German Armyo

Under Yussian supervision and direction, this former German fcetory produces 
paint and varnish. Additional rations are provided for the employees every 
two weeks. The Russinmns have promisod to pay higher wares but, so far, have 
not fulfilled their promise, So far there has bsen no production for the 
Russien occupation forces and Russia, and only former purchasers are being 
supplied for Austrian requirements. The works management is not in sympathy 
with the Russiens since the iussi ns fail to cooperate in organizing the plant 
and in operating #% accordinr to a work schedule. 
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
